CHANGES IN THE TILLAGE AREA. 

The total area of com and green crops, including flax and 
fruit, amounted in 1913 to 2,348,583 acres as compared with 
2,358,056 acres in 1912, a decrease of 9,473 acres or 0-4 per cent. 
There is an increase in Leinster of 641 acres or 0T per cent, 
and there are decreases in Munster of 556 acres or 0-1 per cent., 
in Ulster of 8,930 acres or 1-0 per cent., and in Connaught of 
628 acres or 0-2 per cent.

Wheat. — There is a decrease of 10,851 acres or 24'2 per cent, 
in the total area under wheat. There are decreases of 4,671 
acres in Leinster, 3,314 acres in Munster, 2,282 acres in Ulster, 
and 584 acres in Connaught. 
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Q a ^ s , There is an increase of 2,913 acres or 0-3 per cent, in 

the total area under oats. There are increases of 1,700 acres 
in Leinster, 4,555 acres in Munster, and 2,408 acres in Connaught. 
As against the decrease in the area under oats in Ulster, this 
province has a large increase this year in the area sown under 
flax. 

Barley and Bere. — There is an increase of 7,581 acres or 4'6 
per cent, in the total area of barley and bere. In Leinster the 
acreage has increased from 115,857 acres to 122,416 acres, an 
increase of 6,559 acres or 5-7 per cent. — the increase in the 
acreage being considerable in Queen’s Co. and Wexford. In 
Munster the acreage in 1913 amounts to 40,877 acres as com- 
pared with 41,259 acres in 1912, a decrease of 382 acres or 0-9 
per cent. In Ulster the area of barley and bere in 1913 is 
4,988 acres, as compared with 4,250 acres in 1912, an increase 
of 738 acres or 17-4 per cent. In Connaught the acreage in 
1913 amounts to 4,667 acres as compared with 4,001 acres in 
1912, an increase of 666 acres or 16'6 per cent. 

Rye. — There is a decrease of 1,042 acres or 13-4 per cent, in 
the total area of rye. There are decreases of 124 acres in 
Leinster, 119 acres in Munster, 210 acres in Ulster and 589 
acres in Connaught. 

Beans and Pease. — There is a decrease of 225 acres or 13’2 
per cent, in the total area of beans and pease. The area of 
beans in 1913 is 1,264 acres as compared with 1,421 acres in 
1912, a decrease of 157 acres. The total area of pease in 1913 
is 211 acres as compared with 279 acres in 1912, a decrease of 
68 acres.

Potatoes. — The total area of potatoes in 1913 is 582,313 acres 
as compared with 595,184 acres in 1912, a decrease of 12,871 
acres or 2*2 per cent. There are decreases in Leinster of

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2,569 acres, in Munster of 2,262 acres, in Ulster of 6,737 acres 
and in Connaught of 1,303 acres. 

Turnips.— The total area of turnips in 1913 amounts to 
276,596 acres as compared with 271,771 acres in 1912— an 
increase of 4,825 acres or 1-8 per cent. There are increases of 
1,471 acres in Leinster, 1,822 acres in Munster, and 1,773 acres 
in Ulster, while there is a decrease of 241 acres in Connaught. 

Mangels and Beet Root.— The area of mangels and° beet 
root in 1913 is 78,914 acres as compared with 81,700 acres in 
1912 — a decrease of 2,786 acres or 3-4 per cent. 

There are decreases of 1,004 acres in Leinster, 382 acres in 
Munster, 754 acres in Ulster, and 646 acres in Connaught. 

Cabbage. — The area *of cabbage in 1913 is 35,043 acres as 
compared with 37,950 acres in 1912, a decrease of 2,907 acres 
or 7-7 per cent. There are decreases of 864 acres in Leinster 
832 in Munster, 395 acres in Ulster and 816 acres in Connaught! 

Minor Green Crops. — The area under carrots has decreased 
by 111 acres, that under parsnips by 63 acres. There are 
increases of 259 acres in vetches and 22 acres in rape. “ Other 
Green Crops,” i.e., such as are not specified among the fore- 
going, show an increase amounting to 1,024 acres. 

FLAX. 

__The area under flax is 59,305 acres in 1913 as compared with 
55,062 acres in 1912 — an increase of 4,243 acres or 7-7 per 
cent. The increase is general throughout the flax-growing 
counties. In Antrim there is an increase of 1,152 acres, in 
Armagh of 347 acres, in Cavan of 187 acres, in Donegal of 381 
acres, in Down of 701 acres, in Fermanagh of 72 acres, in 
Londonderry of 608 acres, in Monaghan of 40 acres, and in 
Tyrone of 643 acres. 


FRUIT. 

The total area of fruit is returned in 1913 at 15,734 acres as 
compared with 15,218 acres in 1912 — an increase of 516 acres 
oi 3-4 per cent. There are increases in all the four provinces. 

SUMMARY OF CROPS BY PROVINCES. 

The following summary shows the main changes in the area 
o corn and green crops, flax, and fruit, by provinces : — 

In Leinster the area under corn crops increased by 3,439 
a ? r i S ^. l ^^ leTe is a decrease of 4,671 acres in wheat, and increases 
of 1,/00 acres in oats and of 6,559 acres in barley. In green 
crops there is a decrease of 2,870 acres. There are decreases 
° 2,569 acres in potatoes, of 1,004 acres in mangels and beet 
root, and of 864 in cabbage, and an increase of 1,471 acres in 
turnips. The area of fruit shows an increase of 70 acres. 
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In Munster the area under corn crops has increased by 739 
acres There is a decrease in wheat of 3,314 acres, in barley 
and bere of 382 acres, and m rye of 119 acres ; but, on the other 
hand, there is an increase in oats of 4,553 acres. In green 
crops there is a decrease of 1,540 acres ; turnips increased by 
1,822 acres, but mangels and beet root decreased by 382 acres 
cabbage by 832 acres, and potatoes by 2,262 acres. The minor 
green crops show fluctuations, some increasing, others decreas- 
ing. There is an increase of 9 acres in the area under flax and 
an increase of 236 acres in the area under fruit. 


In Ulster the area under corn crops has decreased by 7 699 
acres. Wheat has decreased by 2,282 acres, and oats by 5750 
acres, while barley and bere have increased by 738 acres 
In green crops there is a net decrease of 5,523 acres. Potatoes 
decreased by 6,737 acres, mangels and beet root by 754 acres 
and cabbage by 395 acres. There is an increase in turnins of 
1,773 acres. r 

The area under flax is returned in 1913 as 58 577 acres as 
compared with 54,446 acres in 1912, an increase of 4,131 acres 
In fruit there is an increase of 161 acres.

PASTURE. 

The area of pasture, including mountain. gracing, is returned 
as 12,409,074 acres in 1913, as compared with 12,411,858 acres 
m 1912— a decrease of 2,784 acres. When considering these 
nguies of pasture area it should be remembered always that there 
are certain areas which it is difficult to classify, and which one 
year may be returned as “ grazed ” land, and another year may 
be returned as turf bog or barren mountain ; but the grazing 
value of these areas is small. The important increase or decrease 
m pasture is best measured by the extent to which the area of 
crops and of hay has decreased or increased, for in such a 
statistical inquiry as is being dealt with here the extent of the 
area under crops can be more exactly determined than the area 
of grazing land.

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Horses, Mules, Asses. — The total number of horses has 
decreased by 3,050. There is a decrease in Leinster of 787, 
in Ulster of 1,929, and in Connaught of 931. There is an in- 
crease in Munster of 597. The total number of mules and 
jennets has decreased by 573. The number of asses has de- 
creased by 98. 

Cattle.— The total number of cattle shows an increase of 
84,127. There is an increase in Leinster of 12,708, in Munster 
of 56,342, in Ulster of 5,104, and in Connaught of 9,973. The 
total number of cattle is the highest yet recorded. 

(1) The number of milch cows, including heifers-in-calf, is 
1,605,220, showing an increase of 6,234 as compared with 
1912. There is an increase in Munster of 7,479, and in Connaught 
of 1,937. There are decreases in. Leinster of 2,299, and in Ulster 
of 883. The total number of milch cows (including heifers-in- 
calf) is the highest on record since 1860. 

(2) As regards other cattle there is an increase of 11,103 in 
calves, of 38,196 in cattle one year old and under two years, 
and of 28,594 in cattle (including bulls) two years old and 
upwards. The number of calves shows an increase in Munster, ' 
Ulster, and Connaught, but a decrease in Leinster. The 
increase in the number of cattle one year old and under two years 
is general throughout the four provinces. The remainder of 
the cattle show an increase in Leinster, Munster and Connaught, 
but a decrease in Ulster. 

Sheep. — The total number of sheep is returned in 1913 at 
3,620,724, being a decrease of 208,105 as compared with 1912. 
There are decreases amounting to 94,020 in Leinster, 70,264 in 
Munster, 17,885 in Ulster, and 25,936 in Connaught. 

Pigs. — The total number of pigs has decreased by 263,597. 
There are decreases of 58,559 in Leinster ; 72,453 in Munster ; 
84,807 in Ulster, and 47,778 in Connaught. 


Goats. — There is a decrease of 6,374 in the number of goats. 
There are decreases of 561 in Leinster, 3.634 in Munster, 593 
in Ulster and 1,586 in Connaught. 

Poultry. — The number of poultry returned in 1913 amounts 
to 25,701,342 as compared with 25,525,724 in 1912, showing an 
increase of 175,618 in 1913. In Leinster the number returned 
is 5,256,546, in Munster 5,975,075, in Ulster 9,694,673, and in 
Connaught 4,775,048. There are increases of 93,434 in Leinster, 
93,560 in Ulster, and 27,507 in Connaught, and a decrease of 
38,883 in Munster,
